“Gentlemen of the jury, if you give the 
complainant a verdict a regular onslaught 
upon restaurantkeepers will be made. Col- 
ored men will begin prosecutions against all, 
and not one will be safe from havmg the law‘ 
turned against him by colored men who will 
have better situations than you or I. They 
will get from $25 to $500 in each case.” 

This is what Attorney E. A. Sherburn 
said yeste in bis closing remarks to the 
jury in ease of E. A. Alexander against 
Herman Schiepan, proprietor of the Mecca 
restaurant, Dearborn and Thirty-fourth streets, 
for violation of the civil rights bill, tried in 
Justice Everett’s court.

Dr. Daniel Kimball Pearsons Increases His’ 
Gift to Chicago Theological Seminary. 
Dr. Daniel Kimball Pearsons is regarded 

preéminently as the friend of Christian edu- 


agencies for saving the country. He made an 
offer of $100,000 to the Chicago Theological 
Seminary on condition that $850,000 would be 
raised by the friends of the seminary before 
May, 1894. But, realizing that a sharp 
and decisive campaign is desirable in 
the year of the World’s Fair, Dr. 
Pearsons has also offered to give a bonus 
of $50,000 if the directors succeed in raising 
$400,000 before Nov. 1 of this year. His orig- 
inal offer holds good, but he adds the $50,000 
if the exertions of the friends of the seminary 
result successfully. In 1887 Dr. Pearsons 
gave the McCormick Theological Seminary 
$50,000 and the Chicago Theological Seminary 
$50,000 to establish a permanent fund in aid 
of young men studying for the ministry. 
Since that time the amount of Dr. Pearsons’ 
gifts to various Christian educational institu- 
tions has rounded out a full million,

We want 
only justice as provided by the law, and I 
ask you, gentlemen of the jury, for a verdict 
fixing the damages to my client as the statute 
requires—‘hat is, between $25 and $200—for in 
this, a trial in a Justice court, the extreme 
penalty of $500 is not provided, as it is in a 
trial in the upper court.” 

Justice Everett’s instructions to the jury 
were brief. 

Attorney Morris, after the verdict was ren- 
dered, said: There are not three colored 
men of any standing in this town who would 
attack restaurants in that way. Most of my 
race, like myself, would keep out of a place if 
we knew we weren’t wanted. But if I were 
refused my rights I would ask the law to help 
me if I had to bring suit every day in the 
year.

SprineFrewD, III., Jan. 25.— Special.] — The 
apportionment question is getting into some 
some kind of shape so far as the Democratic 
end is concerned. Attorney-General Moloney 
has handed in his opiaion, in which he says he 
thinks Cook County is entitled to fifteen Sen- 
atorial districts. Lyman Trumbull has ren- 
dered another to the same effect. The Cook 
County Democrats met in caucus today and 
listened to the reading of these opinions, after 
which they agreed to be satisfied with fifteen 
districts. This was done on the advice of 
some members of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral committee who are here. Then the com- 
mittee appointed a suborganization to wait on 
the country members and acquaint them with 
the views of the Cook County Democrats on 
the proposition. 

The Republicans are getting up a project on 
the apportionment question which is likely to 
make a division among the Democrats. The 
latest idea seems to be to frame a bill which 
will give Cook County seven Congressional 
and sixteen Senatorial districts. It will te 
seen at a glance that the Cook County Demo- 
crate would favor this bill in preference to the 
fifteen Senatorial districts plan. 

Speaker Crafts read Judge Trumbull’s opin- 
ion, which is in part as follows: A

the Pegeral census of 1890, was 3,826,351 and of 
Cook County 1,191,922. The auotient of the popu- 
lation of the State divided by 51 is 75,026 (omit- 
ting the fraction), which is the ratio of represen- 
tation in the Senate. If the Constitution had 
stopped with the requirement to divide the State 
into fifty-one Senatorial districts, each having an 
equal oumber of inhabitants without regard 
to county lines the making of the appor- 
tionment would be a simple matter, but 
it has not done so. It 

two modes of apportioning the Senatorial dis- 
tricts. one for counties containing less than the 
ratio and three-fourths, that is less under the cen- 
sus of 1890 than 131,204 inhabitants, and another for 
counties containing that number and more, which 
under the census of 1890 applies to Cook County 
only. Outside of Cook County districts are re- 
quired to be formed of contiguous and compact 


territory bounded by County lines and districts 
ma ~y formed having but four-fifths of the 
ratio. that is 60,020 inhabitants. 
Cook County containing not less than the ratio 
and three-fourths—that is, not less than 131,294 
inbabitants—may be 2 up. and is entitled to 
two Senatorial districts for its first 131.204 inhab- 
itants and for its excess of population over 150,- 
052, which is twice the number of the ratio, which 
excess is 1,041,870, toas many additional districts 
as the number of the ratio, 15,026, is contained in 
the excess of 1,041,870, which gives to Cook County 
thirteen additional Senators, with an excess of 
66,532 inhabitants, which is more than the four- 
fifths of the ratio required fora Senatorial dis- 


trict outside of Cook County. | 
While the excess above the ratio in all the thir- 


teen districts of Cook County seems large in the 
aggregate yet if distributed equally among the 
fifteen districts, as it may be, no one district 
would have an excess of more than 4,500 inhab- 
itants, which is less than the excess in La Salle 
County, which is only entitled to one Senatorial 
District. The language of the Constitution 
applicable to Coo County limits the 
additional Senators to one for each number 
of inhabitants, equal to the ratio over and 
above twice the ratio and thereby, in my 
opinion, excludes a construction that would give 
it an additional Senator for any fraction, howev- 
er large, that was less than the number of the 
ratio. My opinion, therefore, is that Cook County 
in the apportionment based upon the Federal 
census of 1990 is entitled to fifteen Senatorial dis- 
tricts and no more. The result is the same as if 
the entire population of the county was divided 
by the number of the ratio. 

On motion of Mr. May it was declared the 
sense of the meeting that Cook County be 
entitied to fifteen Senatorial districts and that 
the steering committee of both Houses abide 
by the opinions of Attorney-General . Moloney 
and Judge Trumbull in drafting reapportion- 
ment measures. It was decided that the Dem- 
ocratic State Central committee prepare a biil, 
the Cook County portion of the bill to be sub- 
mitted to the Cook County members for the 
purpose of permitting suggestions for changes 
thought to be desirable. e following were 
appointed as a committee to act in conjunc- 
tion with the State Central committee in draft- 
ing the Cook County portion of the bill: 
Messrs. Crafts, Burke, Carmody, Farrell, 
May, McInerney, and Kwasigroch. 

The opinion of Attorney-General Moloney 
on the apportionment of Cook County into 
Senaterial districts was read in the House and 
is similar to that of Judge Trumbull. The 
Constitution cannot be construed, he says, 80 
as to entitle Cook to more than fifteen dis- 
triets under the Federal census of 1890. 


INQUIRY AS TO AUDITORS’ SALARY. 


A Proposed Senate Resolution Also Asks 
an Opinion on Treasureis’ Methods, — 
Srrinertetp, III., Jan, 25.—/ Special. |}— 
Within the next forty-eight hours a memorial 
resolution will be laid before the Senate which 
will create a little breeze in the State. The 
document has been prepared and is row re- 
ceiving its finishing touches. It recites the 
constitutional provision that the Auditors of 
State shall receive $3,500 salary and no more, 
It then goes on to say that the incumbents of 
this office have for some time been collecting 
$5,000 per annum as Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Insurance and a per diem of $5 as 
member of the State Board of Equalization. 

The memorial then says that it is charged in 
the public press, and believed by many citi- 
zens of the State of Illinois, that State Treas- 
urers have been in the habit of loaning out 
funds of che State and converting to their own 
use the interest accruing therefrom. 

Embodied in the memorial is a resolution 
calling on AttorneyGeneral Moloney for 
opinions: First, as to whether or not the 
payments above recited to the Auditor of State 
are lawful or unlawful, and, if unlawful 
whether or not the sums paid in excess of 
$3,500 per annum can be recovered by 
suit brought in the name of the people; 
second, whether or not an action could be 
maintained in the name of the people against 
some ex-Treasurers for loaning out the publie 
money and taking the interest thereon for 
themselves, 

This is the purport and a fair synopsis of 
the document. It does not seek to make an 
investigation, but simply calls on the Attor- 
ney-General, the recognized legal authority 
of the State government, to give his opinion 
on the proposition iavolved. 

Resolutions are being prepared to give the 
State Board of Health a raking over the coals. 
The charges made are said to be in the nature 
of complaints against the management of the 
office for some years and the squandering of 
the appropriations made for the support of 
that bureau. 

Hints of this nature were thrown out by the 
Democrats during the last campaign, and now 
they have assumed some definite shape and 
are being embodied in a resolution which 
will be presented to tne Senate probably to- 
morrow. The exact nature of the changes 
cannot be given. It is understood that they 
emanate from a man who was connected with 
the office for atime, but is now in private 
business.

and judge of their character and standing. 

Resoived, further, That the committee be au- 
thorized by the House to summon all necessary 
witnesses, both for the contestant and the sitting 
members, and send for persons and papers. 

The Republicans fought for their position 
the Democrats outvoted 
them. An ugly fight came up over some 
errors in the roll-call. The Democrats have

Ferns will be here in the morning, 
but the Democrats have not been able to 
loeate Washington Smith of Macon. 

O’Connor Leaves Springfield. 

Representative O’Connor, the blind man 
of the First District, did not seem at all 
pleased with the poliey pursued by his party 
in the House this morning. In company with 
his daughter and despite the entreaties of the 
Democratic House steering committee he 
took the north-bound train at noon ostensibly 
for Chicago. He was begged and implored to 
stay, but only replied he was going home. He 
was telegraphed to at Lincoln to return and 
a dozen messages went out to him at Chicago 
tonight telling him to be here in the morning 
without fail. 

Now, should Biack, O’Connor, Smith, and 
Ferns all be here when the House convenes 
the Democrets would bave a bare majority. 
There are seventy-eight Democrats in the 
House and seventy-five Republicans, Black’s 
pair will neutralize his vote, because the 
minute he appears Creighton will leave town, 
and with every Democrat present the 
majority would barely carry the point. The 
prospects are, therefore, that the House wiil 
not do much tomorrow unless the Democrats 
recede from their position, and this they will 
hardly do. The flight is apt to run along in 
an uninteresting way fora day or two, but 
about Wednesday or Thursday of next week, 
when the Democrats get ali their men to 
Springfield, an exceedingly lively time may 
be expected. 

The Republicans have good ground for com- 
plaint and the fight they make has justice on 
its side. The Democratsin violation of the 
plain provision of the statute respecting con- 
tested election cases have, after the issues were 
made up, allowed Van Praag to file additional 
grounds of contest.

CLOSE OF BAR ASSOCIATION MEETING. 


Samuel P. Wheeler Elected President— 
Banquet at the Leland, 
Sprinerietp, III., Jan. 25.—The Illinois 
State Bar Association opened its session this 
morning by a paper from John N. Scott, ex- 
Justice of the Supreme Court, upon The 


Work of the Supreme Court in the Confer- 


ence Room from 1870 to 1889.” It was filled 
with facts and details which could probably 
not be so accurately furnished by any person 
now living. 

Upon Proceedings Supplementary to Exe- 
cution” James H. Matheny of Springfield 
pointed out the difficulties that attend the 
creditor in collecting from the delinquent 
debtor in Illinois and referred to the 
States which have laws provid- 
i for the collection of debts, 
deplored the fact that the 
State of IIlinois is hemmed in by States 
which have incorporated into their laws 
provisions for the protection of their mer- 
chants, while Illinois still to a 
statute borrowed from New ork in 
1839, which that State discarded more 
than twenty years ago. Mr. Matheny sug- 
gested for consideration the law in relation to 
collection of debts as applied in New York, 
Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, and Minnesota. 
After an able historical review of the Dart- 
mouth College case by E. A. Otis, the promi- 
nent abstract attorney of Chicago, the asso- 
ciation adjourned until 2 p. m.

William H. Fitzgerald Deposed from the 
Directory of the Lake Street I.“ 

After applying at several court rooms Tues- 
day William H. Fitzgerald and William Fitz- 
gerald succeeded in getting Judge Tuley to 
grant an injunction xestraining M. C. Me- 
Donald and other offlcers of the Lake Street 
Elevated railroad company from voting 21,000 
shares of stock at the annual meeting.

Soon after that he married 
a Miss Vanvolkenburg of Chautauqua, a niece of 
President Martin Van Buren. Capt. McHenry’s 
uncle was the first white child born in that coun- 
ty. When the Captain came to Chicago it was as 
“royal boy on the ship Julia Palmer. This trip 
seemed to have settled his future career, 
and he was ever afterwards on the lakes. 
First Mate of the schooner Constitution was his 
first experience as an officer. He soon afterward 
became . — and served under different com- 
panies, making all kinds of trips to all parts of 
the great lakes.

Dix of the Engelman line, which he commanded 
out of Milwaukee.

it never comes to anything. The City Coun- 
cil elected by the people of the various wards 
has after all the solution of the problem in its 
hands. The Aldermen do not take their 
ideas from speeches at club banquets. The 
taxpayets who have to foot the bills do not 
take kindly to those theoretical projects either, 
for most of them involve increased expen- 
ditures for experiments of doubtful wisdom. 
It is curious that at the meeting Tuesday even- 
ing, while those assembled resolved to appeal 
to the General Assembly, sitting at Spring- 
field, to aid in carrying out efficient street- 
cleaning plans, nobody thought of appealing 
to the City Legislature, and yet it is with the 
latter body that effective plans for stree 


It is worthy of more than passing notice, too, 
that the only practical, tangible/ comprehen- 
sive plans for street cleanmg and regulation 
put forward at the meeting of Tuesday were 
presented bya member of the Council, Ald. 
George B. Swift. He spoke briefly and to the 
point, and what he said was of more value 
than all the glittering generalities of Mr. Al- 
drich, who when he had a chance did not put 
his theories into practice; the loose talk of 
Mr. Harrison, who in his sublime egotism 
thinks that his own reélection as Mayor is the 
municipal problems; and 
the theories of Mr. Hesing, who wants to in- 
crease the tax burdens and the bonded indebt- 
edness of the city, if the General Assembly 
will let him, in order todo that which can be 
done without increase of taxation or indebted- 
ness, Mr. Swift said, and he spoke from prac- 


Garbage should be burned ; crematories for that 
purpose should be erected, owned, and operated 
by the city. The contract system for cleaning 
streets and alleys should be abolished, and all the 
work be done by the city. All alleys contiguous 
to, entering upon, and parallel with improved 
stréets should be paved. All repairing made nec- 
essary by the opening of streets and alleys should 
be done by the city at the cost of those requiring 
| the openings; the ordinances governing the time 
aR and manner of making and closing such openings 
should be rigidly enforced ; contractors should be 
held to a strict performance of the terms of their 
contract in the filling and paving of streets and 
alleys. Perfect material and skillful and honest 
work should be insisted upon and only experi- 


All these things can be done, and can be 
done well, without adding one mill to the 
taxes of the city if the Mayor will do his duty 
and the Council will codperate. There is 

plenty of money for the erection of crema- 
92 tories to burn garbage. Street cleaning by the 
city can be done more cheaply than under the 
Streets and alleys can be 
paved by special assessment under the exist- 
ing laws. The urdinances can be enforced by 
an honest and willing administration. 
become the owner of its own street 
cleaning plant without incurring any indebt- 
edness or without hampering itself financially. 
An increase of the municipal resources will 
not make honest men out of rogues or efficient

wrongfully. Yet the roads seem to be so satis- 
fied that no one really cares, except the friends 
and relatives, when their engines crush into 
street cars and kill and maim their occupants, 
that they are doing nothing to prevent these

It is the duty of the people to show them 
that they are mistaken. The only effectual 
way to do that is by organization and agita- 
tion. This work is not gomg on rapidly 
enough. Associaticns have been formed in 
only three wards, while the number should 
have been nearer thirty. If the people do not 
take an interest in the subject do they fancy 
that others will take an interest for them? If 
citizens do not speak out Aldermen and mem- 
bers of the Legislature will be indifferent. 
There are at present two gentlemen who are 
acknowledged candidates for the Democratic 
nomination for the Mayoralty—Messrs. Har- 
risbn and Hesing. If there were a general 
Anti-Grade Crossing Association, representing 
thousands of voters, it would ask those gentle- 
men how they stood on this question and they 
would not refuse to answer. It micht easily 
be in the power of the association to secure 
the election of that candidate, be he Repub- 
lican, Democrat, or Independent, who would 
pledge himself most strongly todo the most 
to end street crossing murders, But if there 
be no organized, determined voters, neither 
Aldermanic nor Mayoralty candidates will 
bind themselves by pledges they cannot break, 
and the next Council will be as inert as is the 


present one. 


THE COOK COUNTY APPORTIONMENT. 

The Democratic managers of this State evi- 
dently have decided that Cook County shall 
have only fifteen Senatorial districts, and that 
the great surplus of seven-eighths of a ratio, 
or 66,000, shall be left unrepresented. The 
Democratic members from this county will 
be whipped into line and will vote to sacrifice 
the interests of their constituents. The Dem- 
ocratic bosses will take shelter behind the 
opinions of Messrs. Goudy and Trumbull, 
to the effect that the Legislature cannot give 
this county sixteen Senators. As Tun Turn- 
Uxn has pointed out, a less narrow construc- 
tion of the language of the Consti- 
tution would authorize the Legislature 
to divide Cook into sixteen districts if it 
saw fitto do so. But if the General Assembly 
does not choose to claim and exercise such a 
discretionary power there is no way to make 
it do so, and as the Democrats have settled on. 
fifteen districts that ends the matter, unless 
they get into a fight among themselves. 

The Democrats probably are not influenced 
in their course so much by constitutional scru- 
ples or the opinions of lawyers as by politica! 
considerations. Doubtless they have figured 
out that they can carry more Senatorial dis 
tricts by giving Cook fifteen and the rest of 
the State thirty-six than if they gave the former 
sixteen and the latter thirty-five. While Cook 
County gave a large Democratic majority last 
year, owing chiefly to the temporary Republic- 
an Germap Lutheran defection, it would be 
dangerous to assume that sucha majority 
would be available a year from next fall. If 
the Democrats were totry to grab too much 
in this county they might lose a great deal. If 
they were to give it an extra Senator and try 
to spread themselves over too many districts 
they might lose the extra one. The country 
does not shift back and forth as the city does, 
and the Democrats feel that they can make 
districts there to suit them with more safety 
than in Cook, Their great anxiety is to have 
an apportionment which will enable them to 
earry the Legislature and elect a Senator in 
1894, and it is not likely thatthey will take 
any chances, 

While the Democrats may take refuge be- 
hind legal opinions and give the county only 
fifteen Senators, there is nothing, as Mr. 
Goudy admits, to prevent the Legislature 
making a Congressional apportionment which 
will give Cook alone, or Cook and Lake, seven 
Congressmen. This can and ought to be 


so obstructed, and an increasing fee for each 
subsequent month of occupancy. The per- 
mits for large buildings are to be at the rate 
of 10 cents for every 1,000 feet or fractional 
part thereof contained in the structure. The 
ordinance also provides against the erection 
of hospitais or livery stables without the con- 
sent of the owners of property adjoinmg. The 
height of buildings is regulated by the follow- 


ing clause: “No buildings shall be erected 


in the City of Chicago of greater height than 
160 feet from the sidewalk level to the highest 
point of external bearing walls.” 

This measure is understood to be a digest 
of al! that is considered valuable 1n the build- 
ing ordinances previously passed, with such 
additions as will bring us into line with mod- 
ern requirements as already developed in the 
legislation of some countries in Europe. It is 
proposed to take ttie place of all the slipshod, 
makeshift work of the Council in the past in 
this direction, which is inefficient now, how- 
ever it may have been in other days. It forms 
the first provision the city will have had for 
proper oversight and control of buildings 
since it passed the dimensions of a village. 
If it can be adopted and its administration 
kept reasonably clear from political corrup- 
tion it should form a welcome addition to the 
safeguards with which the municipal govern- 
ment ought to surround the people who pay 
taxes for maintaining it. 


THE LATEST GIFT TO THE UNIVERSITY. 

Foliowing the business-like precedent set by 
Mr. D. K. Pearsons in his efforts to stimulate 
institutions of learning to help themselves Mr. 
Martin A. Ryerson has donated the handsome 
sum of $100,000 to the Chicago University 
on condition that its officials will raise $400,000 
more witkin ninety days. The time is short, 
but there is no question the money will be 
forthcoming by May 1. The trustees are not 
men who will lose $100,000 when it is in sight, 
and Mr. Ryerson himself probably would not 
have made his subscription conditional were 
he not satisfied the money would be raised 
within the specified time. The strongest as- 
surance of all, however, is that the money is 
needed and must be had. There are no funds 
for the running of the university. It is only 
necessary to impress this fact upon the public 
mind to secure the raising of the money. 

As the university now stands it is top-heavy 
with endowments. It is so rich in one direc- 
tion as to be poor in others, and particularly 
in one which is an essential. Most generous 
contributions have been made, but they have 
been made for specitic purposes. For in- 
stance, with the exception of $100,000, which 
is for a special building, Mr. Rockefeller's 
contributions apply to the endowment of 
professorships, the million dollars raised last 
year to certain buildings, the Ogden fund to 
scientific work, the Yerkes fund to the obser- 
vatory, telescope, etc. These were all needed, 
and never has such a need been filled more 
promptly or generously. But with all these 
endowments it still remains inevitable that 
the university must be run and the equipment 
must be placed upon a scale commensurate 
with the endowment. A home may be filled 
with beautiful furniture and bric-A-brac from 
gurret to cellar, but of what avail is it if there 
be no money with which to pay the expenses 
and look after the general improvements of 
the house? 

Mr. Ryerson displayed commendable fore- 
thought and business sagacity when he wrote 
to the trustees: **‘ Recognizing the university’s 
ueed of a large fund with which to meet the 
exceptional expenses of its organization and 
the pressing demand for general improve- 
ments and for an equipment in keeping with 
its endowments, I propose,” etc. Under the 
conditions of Mr. Ryerson’s pledge the aggre- 
gate of subscription called for must go to the 
same purpose, and, as Dr. Goodspeed says: 
The university never. has received a more 
timely subscription and never one more 
urgently needed or wisely conditioned. The 
institution is in a condition of absolute

deprive Cook County of its rightful representa- 
tion in the interests of the St. Louis section of the 


State. 

It appears from the Springfield dispatches 
that Tun Txtscune was correct. Mr. Trumbull 
advises that Cook County is entitled to only 
fifteen districis under the Constitution. At- 
torney-General Moioney has slavishly fol- 
lowed in the wake of the Chicago lawyer. Be- 
fore the opinion was given the Egyptian-Grafts 
clique in the General Assembly had formulat- 
ed its Senatcrial apportionment scheme, It 
is further evidence that Mr. Crafts sold out to 
the Egyptians in return for their support of 
him for Speaker. A test of the good faith of 
the Democrats in their pledges to do what is 
right and constitutional for Cook County will 
yet be afforded when the Congressional ap- 
portionment bill comes up for action. There 
is no constitutional provision to prevent Cook 
County and Lake County being divided into 
seven Congressional distmcts as they are en- 
titled to be’ on account of their population. 


Democrats of Chicago and the Egyptian Dem- 
ocrats of the St, Louis region will do when that 
matter comes up for action. What will Speak- 
er Crafts’ advice be on that occasion? What 
excuse will he then give for aiding the Egyp- 
tians in depriving Cook County of proper rep- 
resentation at Washington? 


Ir is stated in a Springfield dispatch about 
the use of the canal between Summit and 
Bridgeport by the Drainage Trustees that— 

The trouble of the Canal Board seemed to be 
that a surrender of the northern end of the canal 
to the district truste.s would be to practically 
destroy the business of that waterway. The 
greater part of the tolls is derived from the 
transportation of stone between Joliet and Chi- 
cago.. The proposition is to make a big ditch by 
the side of it which must be maintained for free 
navigation, 

If the members of the Canal Board are 
thus troubled it is without cause. If no por- 
tion of the canal were used by the Drainage 
Trustees then there would be a free waterway 
from Joliet to Chicago, paralleling the canal, 
and no one would use the latter. The Su- 
preme Court has decided that it is lawful to 
construct such a drainage channel, which may 
be used incidentally for purposes of naviga- 
tion. 

If, however, the Drainage Trustees use any 
portion of the canal, that portion, widened 
and deepened though it may be, remains still 
a part of the canal and tolls can be charged 
for the use of it. No boat loaded with Joliet 
stone could get into the South Branch without 
using the canal, in part at least, and having to 
pay tolis for that use. So it would be better 
for the canal that a section of it should be a 
part of the drainage channel. 

It would also be worth while for the Canal 
Board to consider whether the improvement 
of navigation between Joliet and Chicago will 
not result in an increased amount of business 
on that section of the canal west of Joliet. 
That ought to be the effect.

It is clear that nothing will be done by the 
Council unless Aldermen are sent there with 
special instructions on this point. At the 
Council meeting last Monday an ordinance 
was introduced on the subject of track eleva- 
tion. It was referred to a committee, and 
that will be the end of it, as of all other ordi- 
nances and orders on the same subject. 
Nothing will awaken the Aldermen from their 
lethargy more effectually than the formation 
in all the wards of associations which begin 
asking unpleasant questions, which organize 
and concentrate public sentiment, and which 
create in time an irresistible feeling of indig- 
nation regarding railroad outrages, which will 
carry before it the Council and the Legisla- 


If the railroads choose to remain PASSive 
till that time comes they will find themsel ves 
in deep water. They will be confronted by 
ordinances, the legality of which cannct be 
disputed, forcing them to run their trains 
within the city limits at a very slow rate of 
speed, thus injurmg their freight and passen- 
ger business. They will find on the statute 
books a law, the constitutionality of which 
they will be unable to dispute, repealing the 


the establishment of a department of build- 
ings, with inspectors of elevators, stand-pipes, 
fire-escapes, and buildings, and that such offi- 
cials must be competent—a certificate to that 
effect, signed by a majority of a board of ex- 
aminers, being necessary to appointment. It 
will be unlawful to erect, alter, enlarge, repair, 
or remove buildings without a permit from the 
Commissioner. Applications for such permit 
must be accompanied by such drawings and 
specifications as will enable that official to un- 
derstand the character and extent of the pro- 
posed work. It will be his duty to refuse the 
permit if those plans and specifications do not 
in every particular comply with the ordi- 
nance, and he is to have authority to direct 
the Fire Department, after written notice 
served upon the owner or other responsible 
party, to tear down any defective or danger- 
ous wallor other portion of any building, as 
well as any structure built in violation of the 
ordinance. _ 

The ordinance makes stringent provision 
against street obstructions by building opera- 
tions, and requires the erection of u roof over 
the sidewalk where the building is more than 
three stories high, to prevent material from 
falling to the street. Materials for all such 
buildings must be hoisted within the inclos- 
ing walls. In all cases earth and rubbish 
must be removed from day to day, being 
wetted down if dry, so as to prevent it from 
being blown about by the wind. The ordi- 
nance divides buildings into four classes, and 
specifies the mode of construction for each in 
regard to fireproof material and strength of 
walls proportioned to height and load. The 
specifications extend to depth of foundations 
and character of the soil, limit the height of 
buildings, and define the way in which eleva- 
tor shafts must be constructed and fitted so as 
to give the minimum amount of danger. 
Special regulation is made for fire protection 
in public buildings and for the setting and 
guarding of steam boilers, furnaces, etc., and 
their connecting pipes or flues. The ordi- 
nance provides for the storage of inflainma- 
ble oils, for damages to trees and other prop- 
erty by the removal of buildings, and for the 
leaving a three-foot passage between frame 
buildings erected outside the fire limits. 

One highly commendable feature of the or- 
dinance is the fact that it provides a revenue 
forthe department from fees paid for work 
done and permission granted. The water fees 
are stated at five cents for each 1,000 
bricks used in the construction, with corre- 
sponding payments for each 100 cubic feet 
of rubble stone, concrete, and holiow tile arch, 
partition or fireproof covering, and for each 
100 square yards of plastering. For street

ENGLAND'S POSITION UNCHANGED. 


Lord Dufferin Says Great Britain Has Not 
Changed Its Intention.

NO PROSPECT OF HER RELEASE, 


Mrs. Maybrick Must Remain in Prison— 
No Outside Medtcal Attendance. 

Loxpox, Jan. 2—The latest action of the 
auchorities indicates that there is little pros- 
pect for the release of Mrs. Maybrick. The 
Baroness de Roques, mother of Mrs, May- 
brick, succeeded in obtaining the consent of 
the well known physician, Sir Thomas Spen- 
cer Wells, President of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, and surgeon to her Majesty's house- 
hold, to visit her daughter and examine her 
condition. Application was made to Home 
Secretary Asquith to permit the visit. The 
Home Secretary refused to grant the applica- 
tion on the ground that the medical treatment 
given by the prison doctors was sufficient for 
Mrs. Maybrick as for other prisoners. This 
decision of the Home Secretary apparently 
convinced the Baroness that for the present, 
at least, nothing further could be done, and 
she has gone back to France, 


American Divorce Not Recognized, 


Mr. Green, an auctioneer of this city, peti- 
tioned the High Court of Justice to divorce 
him from his wife, who was formerly a widow 
named Ida Woodruff. Mr. Green testified 
that he met her on a transatiantic 
steamer and subsequently married her. 
Some time after the marriage his 
wife returned to America for the 
purpose of visiting her mother and attending 
the wedding of her sister. Meantime, he re- 
ceived a citation from Philadelphia calling 
upon him to answer charges of cruelty pre- 
ferred against him by his wife in an action for 
divorce. Mr. Green declined to recognize the 
American court. Eventually the court in 
Philadelphia granted Mrs. Green a divorce 
and she married Mr. Sedgwick, her lawyer.

DIED OF THE TYPHUS. 


MISERABLE END OF THE LIFE OF 
BARON MARTIN SOHULTZ. 


He Was the Husband of Lady Anna Bishop, 
the Once Famous Cantstfice, and Was 
Wealthy at the Time of Her Great Suc- 
cess—Opening of the Empire Theater at 
the Metropolis—Several Persons Injured 

‘at a Fire in New Jersey—News of New 

York City. 

New Yorx, Jan. 25.—[Special. |—Baron 
Schultz, who was the hus of the once 
famous cantatrice, Lady Anna Bishop, was 
known fifteen years ago as a prince of good 
fellows, not only in this city but in almost 
every part of the world. 

Martin Schultz, a decrepit vagabond, died 
oftyphus at the Riverside Hospital today, 
having been infected by the disease in some of 
the lowest haurits of this city, for he had be- 
come a lodging-house tramp, having descended 


‘| to thia depth aftersquandering the fortune his 


wife had left him. In California he was 
early in the fifties one of the leading mer- 
chants of San Francisco and one of the first 
toembark inthe China trade. Disaster in 
the shape of shipwrecks and poor returas from 
investments met him and he failed. Then be 
decided to try Australia, which was then re- 
ported to be aland where fortunes could be 


had almost for the asking. 

On the ship that bore him from San Fran- 
cisco in 1855-was Lady Anna Bishop, as well 
known then.as Patti is today. The singer was 
still young, although six or seven years older 
than Schultz. She was on her way to Aus- 
tralia and was traveling with Sig. Bichsa, a 
noted harpist,with whom she had eloped from 
Sir Henry Bishop, her first husband. 

It was a case of love at first sight between 
Lady Bishop and Schultz, She invited him 
to call on her in Australia, and after the death 
of Sig. Bichsa, a year later, Schultz became 
the singer’s manager and traveled with her 
in 1857 to South America, where they visited 
all — large cities and crossed the Andes on 
mules. 

Then they visited England, and, Sir plenry 
Bishop having died, Schultz and Lady Bishop 
were married in St. Paul's Church, London, 
in 1858. From that time until Lady Bishop’s 
death, in 1884, the two were never separa 
Schultz accompanied the great singer on all 
her tours and together they traveled through 
the United States and Mexico, riches being 
showered upon the gifted artist. 

Lady Bishop made a farewell tcur through 
the United States in 1873. She was then quite 
aged, but her fame had not waned and she 
met with great success as she traveled across 
the continent. This tour ended, the singer 
settled with her husband in New York, and 
died March 19, 1884. 

Her son and daughter by Sir Henry Bishop 
had died some time previously, and her fort- 
une passed to Schultz, who from that day

GOEBEL’S CLAIM TO EDISON’S LAMP. 


Said That the Inventor Tried to Sell His 
Patent, but It Was Worthless. 

New Yor«, Jan. 25.— [Special.]—S. B. 
Eaton, one of the lawyers of the Edison Elec- 
tric Light company, was seen today in regard 
to the statement before the court at Boston 
by the Beacon company. 

This invention of Henry Goebel and his 
claim to anticipate Mr. Edison,” said he, 
were brought to our attention in May, 1882. 
Goebel’s representative at that time had his 
dealing with me as representative of the Edi- 
son compary. This representative of Goebel 
was one of the most prominent patent lawyers 
in the United States, himself a man of wealth 
and able to command among his friends 
and clients any amount of money to 
back up a good invention. He wanted the 
Edison company to buy what Goebel had. I 
laid the matter before the Board of Directors 
of the Edison company. The matter was then 
investigated under their direction and the re- 
sult was that we decided not to buy at any 
price. We did not even go so far as to dis- 
cuss terms With the Goebel people. What 
Goebel had was absolutely worthless. 

All this appears at length in the minute 
book of the ison company and my ow 
personal diary in and about the month o 
May, 1882. My understanding is that this 
prominent patent lawyer who then acted for 
Goebel took the same view of the subject that 
we did and dropped it.”’

Long Island Water Company Stockholders 
ö Must Delve Into Their Pockets. 


New York, Jan. B5.— [Special. The commis- 
sion appointed to condemn the Long Island Wa- 
ter Supply company, so that the City of Brooklyn 
could buy itin, filed a report today fixing the 
total value of the concern at $570,000.

This is the same concern that ex-May- 
or Alfred C. Chapin and his associates tried to 
make the people of Brooklyn pay $1,250,000 for 
two years ago. The effort was nearly successful.

GRAND VIEW HOTEL DESTROYED BY FIRE 


It Was a Summer Resort Near Brooklyn— 
Losses at Fairhaven and Boston. 

BRookLxN, N. I., Jan. 2%.—A fire started at 1 
o'clock this morning in the Grand View Hotel at 
Fort Hamilton, The hotel wasa large wooden 
structure built on the water's edge of a high 
bluff overlooking the Narrows, and was a popular 
summer resort for New York and Brooklyn peo- 
ple. The fire spread rapidly, and ten minutes 
after it was discovered the building was one mass 
of flames. About thirty people who make the 
hotel their residence throughout the year were 
asleep at the time, but nearly all were enabled to 
escape without injury.

MAY REVERSE THE DHCISION, 
— — 
Justice Lamar’s Death Endangers the 

City’s Title to the Lake-Front. 

There was some discussion in the Law De- 
partment yesterday as to the effect of the 
death of Justice Lamar on the recent Lake- 
Front decision. That decision was written 
by Lamar. He was one of the four Judges 
who concurred in it. The others were Jus- 
tices Harlan, Field, and Brewer. Three 
Judges, Gray, Brown, and Shiraa, disserted. 
The six Judges now living who participated in 
the hearing of the case were evenly divided 
on the question. Chief Justice Fuller, 
who was attorney for the city in 
the case before Justice Harlan, did 
not participate, nor did Justice Blatchford, 
because he is said to be astockholder in the 
Illinois Central, or has relatives who are 
stock holders. court as it stands is there- 
fore evenly divided. It is lhkely that there 
will be a motion for a rehearing and a reopen- 
ing of the case. Under the circumstances 
there is much speculation as to what Justice 
Lamar’s successor will do. If one is appoint- 
ed before the motion for a rehearing is argued 
he might bave the casting vote as to the rem- 
statement of the case—a reinstatement which 
might lead ta a reversal of the decision ren- 
mane last month. Mr. Chetlain said yester- 

ay: 

* The situation is peculiar. If on the mo- 
tion for rehearing Justices Brown, Shiras, and 
Gray, adhering to their opinions against the 
rights of the city, should vote for the rehear- 
ing, then the new Judge would doubtless have 
the casting vote if he should decide to act oa 
the cuse at all. He would have a right to act. 
But itis doubtful whether any new Judge 
would take on himself the responsibility of 
practicaliy reversing a decision of such im- 
portance, Again, the Judges who were against 
the city would, no doubt, decide on the mo- 
tion for a rehearing on the merits of the argu- 
ments pertaining to that motion alone. The 
three may not act together on that. Besides, 
as I understand it, no motion for a rehearing 
bas been entered yet, though there will be such 
a notion presumably. The situation is inter- 
esting, but I think that the city’s rights will 
not be affected.

BLOOMFIELD, Ia., Jan. 25.—The new woolen 
mills at this place are now open. William Cope- 
land of Rockford, III., has been here about four 
weeks with a force of men getting the machinery 
in position. ‘The plant is owned and operated by 
a stock company under the supervision of Thomas 
Caswell of Michigan City. Ind. Nothing will be 
manufactured at present except hosiery and mit- 
tens, the capacity of the mill being about 300 
dozen per day. When in full force about 110 
hands will be employed. The plant is valued at 
$40,000, and the machinery is of the latest patent, 
be.ng sent out by the Davis & Furber company 
of Massachusetts» The mill carries a double set 
of 45-inch cards, taking the wool in the fleece and 
turning it out in knit goods, including dyeing. 
The building is a three-story brick, 50x100 feet, 
with an addition 40x60 feet. It will be lighted by 
electricity.

ALL SPACE ALLOTTED. 


INSTALLATION OF EXHIBITS AT THE 
FAIR TO BEGIN. 


The Work af Dividing Up the Room in 
the Manufactures Building Finished 
with Dispatch—Protests by the Bushel 
Locked For, Because the Applications 
Were for Five Times the Available 
Space—German Building to Be Dedi- 
cated on the Kaiser's Birthday. 
Allotment of space in the great Manufact- 
urers’ Building at the World's Fair grounds 
was closed up last night. The several 
hundred thousand square feet of space for dis- 
position in that building has been a kind of a 
bugbear to the Exposition managers. Por 
every foot of available room in the building 
there were five applicants. How to discrim- 
inate between them has been a serious 
problem, so serious, in fact, that Chief Alli- 


son, who undertook to solve it, was overcome 


by the work and, suffering from nervous pros- 
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tration, had to quit the field and go to the 
South to regain his shattered strength. 

When Chief Allison left the work devolved 
upon his assistant, Frank Williams. Mr. 
Williams, aided by the Director-General and 
Chiefs Skiff, Buchanan, and Hornsby, threw 
aside conscience and began awarding space on 
cold business principles. The alloters did not 
waste any time betweeu the claims of A and 
B when it was generally understood that each 
applicant was practically on a par with the 
other in the business-world. Asa result thou- 
sands ofsquare feet of space in the big building 
were marked out in short order and last night 
witnessed the apportionment of the last group. 
Nothing more remains to be done today ex- 
cept to send out notices. 

The winding up of the allotment of room in 
the Manufactures Building closes the most 
important assignment of space in connection 
with the Exposition. From this time on a 
daily deluge of letters containing protests is 
expected by the department. There is every 
reason to believe that the four applicants who 
did not receive space will protest against the 
allotment to the fifth man. There is nothing 
to be done. hawever, except to receive the 
complaints ard make the best of the situation. 

“It isn’t my fault or Chief Allison’s,”’ said 
Director-General Davis yesterday. that there 
is not room in the Manufactures Building for 
all the applicants who have sought space there. 
The apportionment has been made to the best 
advantage so far asl or my assistants could 
determine. It was a big task to apportion the 
room in this building because of the fact that 
there were tive times as u.any applications for 
space as could be granted, For this reason 
I anticipate there will be a howl from the dis- 
appointed ones. That 1s to be ex I 
cannot’ exactly blame these people for 
complaining, because I presume they will 
be unable to understana why they haven’t 
been given space in the building as 
well as their neighbor. As a matter of fact, 
however, something had to be done and done 
promptly. Mr. Allison worried himself into 
a case of nervous prostration in an effort to 
please all. He is a good man and wholly 
capable of fairly 5 But he 
couldn’t fix up the matter to suit himself and 
it devolved: upon me and my chiefs to take 
decisive action and waste no time in unneces- 
sary worry upon the allotment of space. No 
favoritism has been shown. Lhe effort has 
been to treat all fairly and I can only express 
my regret in advance for the protests which 
I feel confident will shortly pour in.“ 

All the space in the other buildings has been 
allotted aad the period of preparation in con- 
nection with the Exposition has been passed. 
The forces of the management will from this 
time forth be employed in the installation of 
the exhibits and the completion of details. 

Col. Davis sent yesterday the following 
dispatch to C. Wright Kirby, Chairman of the 
New York World’s Fair Committee of Sta 
tioners: 

Notices of allotment will be sent out im- 
mediately. Time will be extended until April 1, 


as requested. Gronda R. Davis, 
Director-General. 


The stationers haa requested a suspension of 
the rule that all space not actually occupied 
by exhibiters April 1 would be confiscated, 
and Mr. Wright thougbt the prompt action of 
the World’s Fair managers in granting the 
favor would do much to make Eastern exhib- 
iters more contented. 


On the. Emperor's Birthday. 

Emperor William's birthday, which takes place 
Jan. 27, will be celebrated at Jackson Park by the 
dedication of the German World's Fair Building. 
The ceremonies will begin at 2 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon. Herr Wermuth, the Imperial German 
World’s Fair Commissioner, will preside. Herr 
Wermuth calls it the Richtfest, meaning the 
custom for dedicating buildings. Director-Gen- 
eral Davis and Director of Works Burnham will 
be present and speak on the occasion. The affair 
will eonebate with a banquet. The artisans who 
have completed their work will feas at 
night. One of them, the foreman, Herr Neumann, 
will make the speech. 


Prepay All Freight Charges. 


Intending exhibiters at the Exposition are be- 
ginning to make a mistake in not prepaying all 
freight charges on their exhibits. The charges 
do not end at Chicago, but include the switching 
rate to Jackson Park and the additional charge 
of installing the goods. Many of the exhibiters 
fail to prepay these latter charges and as a result 
their exhibits are stored in warehouses in the city 
and do not reach their destination. The Exposi- 
ton company pays no freight. if the charges are 
not prepaid by the exhibiter his ge will be left 
somewhere outside of Jacksen Pas and much 
difficulty will be experienced in discovering just 
where the railroad company has sidetracked 
display.

Springer of the Ways and Means committee 
today received from Secretary Foster of the 
‘Treasury Department the statement showmg 
the condition of the Treasury and its estimedted 
condition at the end of this and at the end of 
the next fiscal year. The statement shows 
that during the first six months of this fiscal 
year the receipts from ail sources were 
$234,419,215 and the expenditures $230,571,006, 
leaving an excess of revenues over ordinary 
‘expenditures of $3,848,209. The cash in the 
‘Treasury, including goid reserve, July 1, 1892, 
ee, 26, and Dec. 31, 1892, 2 
The total estimated revenues for the 
‘year ending June 30, 1898, are 8466. 671. 350 and 

the total estimated expenditures 3464. 671, 350, 
leaving an estimated surplus of receipts’ over 

expenditures for the current fiscal year of ex- 

actly $2,000,000. The estimated cash balance 
available June 30, 1893, is placed at $120,992,- 

377, which includes $100,000,000 for the gold 

reserve fund. For the next fiscal year, endmg 

June 30, 1894, Secretary estimates 

that the receipts from all sources will 

amount to $490,121,365 and the estimated 
expenditures, which, however, do not appear 
‘to include wiscellaneous and - extraordinary 
expenditures, $457,261,335, or an estimated 
surplus of $32,860,080. To this the Secretary 
adds the $20,992,377 cash balance above 
the gold reserve estimated to be availa- 
ble June 30, 1893, making an estimated availa- 
ble balance June 30, 1894, of $53,852,407, 
from which must be deducted $5,000,000 for 
redemption of past due bonds, fractional cur- 
rency, and national bank notes, and $1,000,- 
000 for probable payments on mail subsidiary 
contracts, leaving the balance $47,852,407. 
There are contract liabilities of about the 
amount of this balance, and itis estimated 
$40,000,000 in contracts will be payable 
in 1894, which would bring the real working 
balance down to $7,852,407. The expenditures 
on accvunt of pensions estimated in this 
Statement for the next fiscal year amount to

Proposed Changes in Pehsion Laws. 


The Democratic members of the House sub- 
committee on appropriations have adopted 
amendments tothe law of 1890. The following 
are the principal changes made: That no widow 
shall receive a pension under the act of 1890 un- 
less married to the soldier prior to 1870; that no 
persofi shall receive a pension under the act of 
1890 unless disabled in the service from manual 
labor and in receipt of an income of than 
$600 a year, and that no non-resident of 
the United States shall receive a pension 
unless he was actually disabled in the 
service. Another amendment provides for the 
appointment of a commission to consider neces- 
sary modifications in the pension laws and to re- 
port at the next Congress. The bill also does 
away with pension ncies throughout the coun- 
try, and provides for payment of nsions by 
checks directly from the Treasury partment ; 
abolishes examinations of applicants by surgeons, 
and provides fer the appointment of 150 special 
examiners to hereafter make examinations. Most 
of these amendments were offered by Mr. O’ Neil 
of Massachusetts. They were adopted by a vote 
of three to two, the Democratic members, Mutch- 
ler, O’ Neil, and Livingston, voting “yea,” and 
Grout and Bingham “nay.” If the amendments 
get out of the committee a lively fight in the 

ouse is certain. The Republicans charge that it 
is simpiy an attack on the Union veterans. 

o Amend the Anti-Trust Law. 


Mr. Scott of Illinois offered in the House today 
a bill ing the anti-trust act, so asto re- 
quire the Attorney-Genéral upon oath of any ten 
reputable citizens a trust or combination ex- 
ists to inquire into the matter and prosecute all 
persons A party to the combination. In case a 
trust is found to exist in respect to any article 
upon which duty is now levi the tariff on it is 
to be removed. Any property owued under such 
contract or trust in the course of transportation 
is made able to seizure and forfeiture to the 
United States. Any person whose business or 
property is injured l. a trust is authorized to sue 
therefor in the United States District Court and 
receive three-fold damages sustained.

The Secretary Reports on Contagious Dis- 
eases—Requisitions for Chicago Fugitives. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 25.— Special. }—The 
annual meeting of the Hilinois State Board of 
Health was held in its rooms at the Capitol 
Building today. Present: Dr. B. M. Griffith, 
Dr. A. L. Clark, Dr. D. H. Williams, and Dr. 
F. W. Reilly. In the absence of the President 
Dr. Griffith was called to the chair. After the 
reading and approval of the minutes of the 
preceding meeting the regular order of busi- 


ness wis dispensed with for the purpose of 


giving consideration to the appeals of attor- 
neys and others in matters under the medical 
practice act. The Secretary reported his action 
ip connection with the disease among the peni- 
tentiary convicts in Arkansas; the inspection 
of imnigrants arriving in the State; the al- 
leged death from Asiatic cholera in Wiscon- 
sin, and with outbreaks of epidemic conta- 
gicus diseases in various parts of the State. In 
all of there cases the Secretary’s action was 
approved, and in relation to the alleged chol- 
era death the Secretary was instructed to ur 
upon health officials the importance of mak- 
ing a bacteriological examination in case of 
suspected cholera. ‘The Secretary reported an 
alleged case of smallpox ‘at Nokomis, Mont- 
gomery County, and a telegraphie summons 
urging that he visit the locality at once. With- 
out transacting further business the meeting 
adjourned subject to the call of the Secretary.

Is it a Vanderbilt Scheme?

coal region. These men believe that tne 
movements of Reading in the New England 
States, and especially in relation to the New 
York and New Haven property, have not been 
opposed but have been inspired by Mr. 

organ. 

The relations of the Reading people to the 
Vanderbilts were known to be friendly last 
winter at the time of the great deal. Then 
the Vanderbilts secured representation in the 
Delaware and Hudson directory.

Thirty seven Men on the Star of India

The revelation of the affliction and suffering of 
the Hyman family is a sad commentary upon our 
boasted civilization, and yet throughout all the 
broad extent of Chicago where can we find refuge 
for any one afflicted with contagious fevers? We 
are crippled day by day in our efforts to assist 
the deserving poor by the shameful fact that there 
is no place in this great city where cases of dipth- 
theria, scarlet-fever. or measles can be isolated 
and taken care of. If in this instance, upon the 
breaking out of the disease amongst 
the children of this deserving family, the 
boy Carl, 12 years of age, who was first taken 
down, could have been properly cared for. I am 
assured by Dr. Jaques, that the three children 
who are dead would be alive and well today, and 
the elder children and parents could have contin- 
ued at their work inetead of having to be hel 
back to health, broken down with anxiety and 
heartache and bearing a burden of sorrow that 
can only be mitigated—not dispelied—by time. 

I know of another case where three children ate 
down with scariet-fever; the mother out in the 
street daily, begging for help, wearing the same 
clothing she has on while caring for her children, 
and spreading the infection hour after hour. 
Cannot we have a little spot somewhere, any- 
where in Chicago, for people under such distress? 
The subject has been talked of so often, surely it 
is time to act. 

A lady of m — acquaintance spent an entire day 
trying to find a plsce to lie for a poor woman 
who was suffering with measies, being finally 
compelled to keep the patient in her own house 
to the great danger and exposure of two little 
children of her own.

Oilcake has been quotadle for a few days at 
$22.25 per tou f. o. b. Chicago. Raw linseed oil is 
e per gal in car lots and 48c in less quantities. 
These priees are about 7c below the quotations 
for cotton-seed oil, the positions being exactly 
opposite those usually noted. Cotton seed is 
helped by the high price of lard, the vegetable oil 
being used largely for compounding with the 
* product. 

nator Washburn has been quoted as saying 
that the Minneapolis traders had experienced a 
change of heart and that they were now decidedly 
in fayor of the passage of the anti-opuon bill. A 
test vote was taken yesterday on the exchange 
and the result wired to Chicago and to Washing- 
ton. It was: Agaimst, 165; for, 9. That can 
hardly be called a strong indorsement of the mis- 
chievous measure being pushed by the Euglish 
syndicate representative, 

It is said that a plau is being perfected for the 
establishment of a clearing-bouse for the purpose 
of clearing privilege accounts. As it is now 

rivilege money has to be handied in an unsatis- 

actory sort of way, and it 1s believed that some- 
thing of the sort would meet with the support of 
the traders who make that form of insurance u 
speciaity. It is intended, of course, to have it 
entirely apart from the Board of Trade, which 
does not recognize this sort of trading. 

Three vesseis in the harbor contain 325,000 bu 
oats—the City of Rome with 125,000 bu, the Ron- 
mania with 125.000 bu. and the Hiawatha with 
75,000 bu. A part of this was loaded from private 
elevators, which perhaps accounts for the differ- 
ence between these figures and those in the visi- 
ble supply sheet, Which reports 405,000 bu.

Seaverns 
was a seller and Seckel bought. John 
bought rye and sold corn against the same at a 
differeace of a little moe than against a 
spread as great as lic some time ago. 

Leopold Bloom was unfortunate enough to get 
on the short side of lard under 10c. He believed 
that lard was a sale, that there would be more 
hogs than the trade needed, and that a drop in 
pecoee would give bim a satisfactory profit. He 

as held to thutopinion while the price of lard 
has continued to advance. The advance is be- 
lieved to have been engineered by Walter Hately 
as a sort of joint account deal with Fairbank. 
They evidently knew uf the Bloom line and made 
a dead set for him. Hately started the bidding 
when the market was about $11.10 and ran it u 
to $11.40, taking everything offered at the ad- 
vance, brokers for Schwarte-Dupee-McCormick 
helping him buy. When the market touched 
the latter figuré Bloom decided to give it 
up, and a settlement was agreed upon at 
that price. He settled 13,000 tes yester- 
day and had bought in 7,000 tes the 
day before. The loss on the line was said to ag 
gregate about $150,000, which Hately and Fair- 

nk will divide between them. Speaking of the 
matter yesterday a trader said that if Bloom had 
soid his wheat and bought his lard two weeks ago 
he would have had a profit of $135,000 in his 
wheat, and as the loss in lard at that time was 
only $25,000 or $35,000, he would have netted a 
handsome profit oa the deal. But then, as the 
motto in a leading office says, The man who 
looks back in this business will die of remors>.”’ 

Secretary Fox of the Northwestern Consolidated 
Milling company of Minneapolis was on the floor 
yesterday. nlike most of the people from his 
neck of the woods Mr. Fox is inclined to be rather 
bullish on wheat. He believes it to be intrinsically 
worth more than it is selling for now. Speaking 
of affairs in the Northwest ina general way he 
said: “The flour business is in a very satisfactory 
condition at present. We are sold ahead, but are 
not rutifiing at full eAvacity, partly because of 
lack of water and partly from absence of orders. 
Our foreign advices speak of large stocks at Lon- 
iverpool, but they keep right on buying 
suipment. The milis at Minne- 
about 200.000 bu of wheat 
a day when running at their full ca- 
pacity. They do not take quite that 
amount now, but the current receipts are 
not large enough tosupply the millers. We are 
paying the same price for wheat now that we 
were when May was de higher than it is 
now. Farmers have been delivering their wheat 
very freely, especially in the Red River Valley, 
and I believe through the best of the wheat coun- 
try they have kept barely enough for seed and 
home consumption. I think the visible is big at 
the expense of the reserves in farmers’ hands. 
The farmers this year have been selling all the 
wheat they had tospare. They all were caught 
last year by the hold yeur wheat’ circulars and 
lost money. On this crop they have been falling 
over themselves to get their wheat to market. In 
mone instances the price they received was not 
much over 40c a bu. It has discouraged many 
of them, and they were obliged to sell 
twice the quantity of wheat to realize as 
much as they did on the previous crop. The low 
prige has started them in other directions and is 
gOtng to result in more diversified farming. Fort- 
unately for some of the Minnesota farmers they 
put in à good many acres of potatoes, and from 
that crop realized more on an acre than they did 
on tén acres of wheat. They will raise more flax 
up there this year and probably will do more 
with potatoes. They are sick of wheat experi- 
ments.“
